Thrift Stamps are 25 cents each 
and a card when full is worth $4 00 
for which the Dominion Govern- 
nient will pay $5.00 on Jan. Ist, 
1919. Put your odd Quarters into 
Thrift Stamps.

Great Chief of Marine 


Death of Albert ‘Ballin Removes One 
of Former Kaiser’s' Closest | 
Associates, 

The stidden death of Albert Ballin, 
gencral director “of the Tlimburg- 
American Steamship compary, which 
took place a few days ago, whne the 
greater part of the world was. rejoic- 
the peace news, remeves 
Germany’s gre atest mind .on  mer- 
chant marine affairs. Ballin was born 
in Berlin, in 1857, and was a close 
personal friend of the former kaiser.

Ottawa. — A list of honors and 
decorations won by members of the 
Canadian expeditionary force, com- 
piled by the militia department, 
shows that forty Victoria Crosses, the 
highest honni obtainable, have been 
awarded to soldiers of the Dominion. 
The Distinguished Service Order was 
won by 491 Canadians ard 1,657 Mili-
